Fraud hurts farmworkers seeking legal status

WASHINGTON (NC) — Evidence that 
application fraud had become ‘‘big 
business’’ in the nationwide legalization 
program for farmworkers that ended 
Nov. 30 made achieving legal status 
impossible for some illegal aliens who 
should have qualified, said a U.S. 
Catholic Conference official. 

Luis Torres, director of legalization for 
the USCC’s Migration and Refugee 
Services, said that when evidence of 
fraudulent applications surfaced in the 
federally run Special Agricultural Worker 

— or SAW — legalization program, 


government officials “‘felt justified in 
applying stricter standards.”’ 

But some illegal aliens who met initial 
legalization criteria spelled out in the 
1986 Immigration Reform and Control 
Act and had ‘‘truthful applications’’ were 
unable to collect enough proof of their 
past employment histories to meet the 
new stricter standards, he said. 

‘“‘Many times (undocumented 
farmworkers) were paid in cash. No 
payroll was kept,’’ said Torres. In 
addition, employers were reluctant to sign 
affidavits admitting their past record of 
hiring illegal aliens. 

The 1986 law permitted illegal alien 
workers who had done at least 90 days of 


“‘qualifying’’ agricultural work between 
May 1, 1985, and May 1, 1986, to apply 
for legal status. Farmworkers had until 
midnight Nov. 30 to apply under SAW 
provisions of the law. 

Verne Jervis, a spokesman for 
Immigration and Naturalization Service 
in Washington, estimated Dec. 2 that 
about 1.2 million agricultural workers 
applied for legalization through the SAW 
program. 

The SAW applicants are in addition to 
the nearly 1.8 million illegal aliens who 
applied for legalization under the regular 
amnesty program which ended May 4. 

The immigration reform law also 
allowed the levying of heavy fines and 


criminal penalties on employers who hire 
illegal aliens. 

An estimated 100 diocesan offices and 
church agencies nationwide served as 
‘‘qualified designated entities’ or QDEs, 
agencies that contracted with the federal 
government to assist aliens apply for 
legalization in an official capacity. 

Torres said fraud occurred in the 
program when ‘‘for example, a crew 
leader who had a crew of 300 gave out 600 
documents saying people had worked for 
him.’’ INS responded, he said, by 
“denying everyone who came to them 
with papers from that crew leader.”’

Bull on illuminated

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Interfaith observance 
honors slain women

SAN DIEGO — A solemn, pensive 
mood characterized the annual interfaith 
observance of the slaying of four U.S. 
missionaries in E] Salvador Dec. 2, 1980. 

The event, called ‘‘Remembrance and 
Celebration,’’ was held at St. Joseph 
Cathedral, San Diego, Dec. 2. 

The diocesan Peace and Justice 
Commission was the primary sponsor of 
the observance; eight co-sponsors 
included the Jesuit Fathers, Sisters of St. 
Joseph of Carondelet and Christ the King 
Church, San Diego. 

The service focused on ways of 
continuing the commitment of Maryknoll 
Sisters Ita Ford and Maura Clarke, 
Ursuline Sister Dorothy Kazel and Jean 
Donovan, a lay missionary. 

They were raped and shot by 
Salvadoran guardsmen after their van, 
enroute from San Salvador to La 
Libertad, had been stopped by a 
Salvadoran officer, according to the book 
“‘Alleluia Woman’’ by Dorothy. Chapin 
Kazel, sister-in-law of the slain Sister 
Kazel. 

A truck driver discovered the 
missionaries’ bodies in a ditch near 
Haciendo San Francisco, the author 
states. 

To remember this brutality, nearly 100 


participants gathered at the entrance of 
St. Joseph Cathedral with lighted candles 
as Jeanne Ertle, staff person of the Peace 
and Justice Commission, invited them to 
“*stand in solidarity with the people of El 
Salvador’? who gather on ‘‘the steps of 
their great cathedral in San Salvador’’ to 
celebrate this anniversary. 

The group prayed a “‘Litany for Peace . 
with Justice’? before entering the 
cathedral. 

Inside, speakers read short accounts of 
the four missionaries’ lives and placed a 
rose in a vase near the sanctuary, 
symbolic of the phrase ‘‘Roses in 
December,’’ from Donovan’s journal and 
the title of a documentary film on the lay 
woman. 

During the program Sister Jeanette 
Van Vleck, an organizer of the 
observance, showed slides of scenes, 
including the missionaries’ graves and a 
shrine in El Salvador dedicated to them. 

Marynoll Sisters Rita Bonnin and 
Mary Hock, stationed in San Diego, gave 
their impressions of the slain Sisters 
Clarke and Ford, respectively. 

Sister Clarke served in Nicaragua 
before being assigned to El Salvador 
where she joined Sister Ford in working 
with refugees there, Sister Bonnin said. 

She said Sister Clarke had been aware

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A peace prize 
for soldiers 


“The purpose of defense policy is to defend the peace; military professionals 
should understand their vocation this way. We believe they do, and we support this 
view. ”” 

The Bishops Pastoral Letter 
“‘The Challenge of Peace’’ 


On December 10 this year’s Nobel Peace Prize — 
which in recent years has gone to advocates of non- 
violence such as Martin Luther King, Mother Teresa, 
Lech Walesa, Bishop Tutu, and Pres. Arias of Costa Rica 
— will be awarded to a group of soldiers, the United 
Nations peacekeeping forces. 

The Nobel committee called the UN troops, which 
consist of soldiers from around the world, an indication of 
the ‘‘will of the community of nations to achieve peace 
through negotiations.’’ It credited the peacekeeping 
forces with making ‘‘a decisive contribution toward the 
initiation of actual peace negotiations’’ by their presence. 

The first UN peacekeeping force was sent to the Holy 
Land in 1948 to make sure the truce agreement between 
Israel and its Arab neighbors was observed. Since then 
peacekeeping forces have been sent to a total of 14 trouble 
spots, most of them in the Middle East. 


Although conflicts have continued in the Middle East, 
without the UN peacekeeping forces there the political 
unrest would likely have boiled over into full-scale warfare 
long ago. If that had happened both the U.S. and the 
Soviet Union would almost inevitably have become 
involved — which could easily have lead to a nuclear war. 

The Camp David accords between Israel and Egypt, 
for example, would have been impossible without the role 
played by UN peacekeeping forces. This year both the 
Afghanistan and the Iran-Iraq wars were ended through 
negotiations involving UN peacekeeping forces 
responsible for seeing the agreements were kept. 

Over the past 40 years the UN peacekeeping force has 
evolved into the nearest thing the world has to an 
international police force. It now employs about 10,000 
soldiers from Nepal and Italy to the U.S. and the Soviet 
Union. 

Although UN forces sometimes carry arms, they have 
no real military power. They are posted in small 
contingents which any army could easily overrun. The 
only authority they have is moral — the fact that they 
represent the universal human desire for peace and 
security. Although UN troops have been killed in the line 
of duty, they seldom if ever use their weapons against the 
people they have been sent to protect. 

The Nobel committee made it clear this year’s prize 
was also intended for the United Nations itself — which 
after many years of effectiveness is now showing signs of 
vigor. The committee credits the peacekeeping forces with 
the fact that the UN has recently ‘“‘come to play a more 
central part in world affairs and has been invested with 
increasing trust.”’ 

But this year’s Nobel peace prize also recognizes the 
role the military has come to play in the pursuit of peace 
everywhere. 

If, as President Reagan has said, ‘“‘nuclear war can 
never be won and must never be fought,’’ then the role of 
the military automatically shifts from finding ways of 
winning wars to finding ways to prevent them. That’s an 
historic switch and the military are having to discover new 
ways to carry out this new mission. 

So long as evil exists there will always be those who 
want to take other people’s territory and otherwise do 
them harm, and we’ll need people to defend us. In the 
past we’ve relied on the police to defend us at home, and 
the army to protect us overseas — but today the job of the 
soldier and the policeman are becoming very similar. 

Some people think the way to achieve peace is to get rid 
of the military, but it looks a lot more effective to work for 
peace by finding new ways for the military to do its job. 
The UN peacekeeping forces have shown some 
impressive results on that front, and they richly deserve 
the prize.

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A national disgrace to U.S. 


The outpouring of human kindness at Thanksgiving 
and Christmas is really something to behold. Thousands 
and thousands of homeless, hungry people are treated to 
turkey dinners and sent back into the streets. 

Dorothy Day used to remind her followers in the 
Catholic Worker groups that the hungry have needs every 
day of the year. Her disciples loved to talk and discuss, 
but she always insisted that they work at practical 
Catholic charity as well. 

The San Diego Catholic Workers are true to her 
philosophy with their soup kitchen which feeds the local 
hungry every day. They are worthy of your volunteer 
time and your donations. 

But, with the sudden influx of bitter winter weather, 
the problems of housing the street people takes on added 
urgency. The St. Vincent de Paul Shelter makes a valiant 
effort, but the problem is so monumental that it defies the 
capabilities of private charities. 

Each year some simplistic souls, the word moronic 
suggests itself, decide that the public schools or the 
churches should become emergency shelters for the 
homeless. This is a hopelessly inadequate resource. 

First of all, the schools and churches do not have 
enough cots, sleeping bags and blankets. They usually do 
not have enough shower and laundry facilities or enough 
privacy to house men, women, children, and families with 
decency. 

Many of these facilities have evening classes and 
activities that may extend until near midnight. The 
homeless would be standing around in the cold, waiting 
for room. The people in the neighborhoods frequently 
object to having large numbers of the poor roaming their 
streets for hours on end. 

Even in some of the commercial districts where 
emergency housing is provided on icy nights, the local 
business people object that there is vandalism, begging 


and human excrement and debris. 

The people who usually suggest this simplistic solution 
are seldom the people who have to support the institutions 
they so easily offer for the project. 

In addition to the cost of heating buildings all night, 
there are maintenance, security, additional lighting and 
other facilities that are all very expensive. Where the 
schools would get the extra money is a real problem, but 
the churches would probably have to ask their people to 
triple or quadruple their regular Sunday offerings. 

Even more tragic is the lack of professional social 
workers to help these people with their problems. Some 
have mental problems, others emotional ones. Some 
really are looking for work and need the proper 
counseling and direction. Others are ‘‘professional’’ 
street people who want to live on the fringes of society — 
freeloading as a way of life. 

Professional social workers can give the proper 
direction that changes a hand out into a hand up. Without 
this help, the supposed solution to a short-range problem 
only prolongs that problem and puts off the needed 
solutions. It’s the band-aid solution to a major crisis. 

The problems of the homeless and hungry in America 
are a national disgrace. They are a major crisis that can 
be solved only by the massive help available from 
government. This is not a failure of Christian charity but 
a lack of moral and social consciousness in a great country 
or its politicians.

How teen-agers meet God 


At the October meeting of the New England 
Conference on Youth Ministry, Dr. Doris Donnelly, 
lecturer and author in South Bend, presented an 
extremely interesting workshop that speaks importantly to 
a critical moral point: Adolescents possess an 
‘‘extraordinary capacity in three areas which, on 
reflection, tell us about the way they meet God and the 
kind of encounter that is at its best and most exciting ... 
They know how to have fun. They know how to spot a 
phony. They live for (and sometimes in) a world of 
fantasy.” 

Fun is a cross between being interesting and having 
unabated enthusiasm for someone or something. 

Fun people are prized above all others, and to find a 
fun job after school or during the summer (and one that 
pays well) is very high on the list of teen-age priorities. 

The opposite of fun is not seriousness; it is boredom. 

To wear boring clothes, to attend boring classes, to 
have a boring party, to go on a boring date (or worse, to 
be a boring date) are all ultimate censures for people who 
value fun. 

It is important to know that the line between fun and 
boring is a very thin one. To sustain fun requires 
endurance and commitment. It just does not happen. It 
can be very hard work. 

We in the church must listen carefully to this particular 
experience of the adolescent, for we are stewards of a faith 
which is endlessly ‘‘fun’’ and fascinating. For example, 
we are guardians of stories about whales swallowing 
prophets, bread and fish being miraculously multiplied, 
demons being ejected from troubled persons and blind 
persons restored to the world of the sighted. 

A day in the life of Jesus of Nazareth was certainly 


- never dull! 


In addition, the church can promise adolescents with 
certainty that faith in Jesus Christ will make them more 


interesting. It will redeem them from being boring 
people! 

We know this with absolute certainty from the 
Pentecost account. Frightened, apathetic, squeamish 
disciples were transformed into energetic, courageous, 
articulate, passionate, committed and very interesting 
people when they became people of faith. 

Clearly, then, faith offers a ‘‘power base’’ from within, 
connecting us to a personal, caring, everlasting God, 
passionately interested in each one of us. 

Phonies: Adolescents know with unerring precision 
when someone is bluffing a faith that he or she has not 
interiorized. 

The opposite of the phony is the transparent person, 
the one who gets out of the way so that the living presence 
of God shines through. 

These persons reflect the text in John’s Gospel, 
‘‘Whoever sees me, sees the one who sent me.’’ (John 
12245) 

Adolescents need to hear how God’s spirit affirms and 
enables them to separate the false from the honest 
demands in our lives, i.e., how God affects us and 
remains beyond our human control. 

There is a world of difference between being informed 
and being inspired. Adolescents tell us time and time 
again of their preference for inspiration. 

Teen-agers are looking for servants of the word and not 
merely masters of the text. 

Fantasy: Adolescents are at home in a world where 
imagination is free to propose alternatives to the status 
quo, to create possibilities. 

We need to remember that the teen-age generation was 
weened on Bert, Ernie, the Cookie Monster, He-Man 
and She-Raw, as well as microchips, digital disks, Fax 
machines and laser optics.

CHICAGO — The Chicago Bears, 
with one of the best records in the 
National Football League, may be 
leading the league in another category — 
Mass attendance. 

While few Bears players are active 
Catholics — just lineman Tom Thayer 
and quarterback Mike Tomczak among 
the veterans — 14 of the team’s 
management and professional staff are 
Catholics. So are head coach Mike Ditka 
and six of his assistants. 

The club’s chairman of the board, 
Edward McCaskey, and his wife, 
Virginia, daughter of George Halas, are 
both Catholics and have 11 children. The 
oldest, Michael, is now team president. 

Arrangements are made for Mass to be 
celebrated before each game, no matter 
what the schedule. Father Nick Marrow 
of Melrose Park, Ill., celebrates Mass 
before home games, and hotels provide 
for a priest when the team is on the road. 

“T guess it sort of happened by 
accident,’’ Michael McCaskey said. 
“‘We’re just looking for good people, and 
it turns out a lot of them are Catholic.’’ 

His brother, Patrick, who is director of 
community involvement, writes a column 
called ‘‘Religion, Family and Sports’’ for 
several suburban newspapers. 

For Father Felix Oehrlein, pastor of St. 
Augustine Parish at the University of 
Wisconsin-Platteville, the Bear’s decision 
five years ago to make the campus their 
summer training camp has been a 
godsend. . 

During each preseason camp, Ditka 
apprears at a fund-raising dinner for the 
parish, which is the campus Newman 
Center. The dinner, at $25 a head, raises 
from $3,500 to $4,000 a year. 

““Of course, it gets very interesting,”’ 
Father Oehrlein said. He said an elderly

growing up in a close, loving family. 

After starting two seasons at Ohio State 
University, he broke a leg in spring 
practice prior to his senior season. But he 
made it back by the third game of the 
1984 season and led his team to the Big 
Ten title and the Rose Bowl. 

He came to the Bears in 1985. He’s 
considered the backup quarterback to Jim 
McMahon, yet over the past two years he 
has started more games and played in 
twice as many regular season games as the 
injury-plagued McMahon, and Tomczak 
has the better winning percentage.

“J just think it’s important to worship 
God, because you’re dealing with 
athletes, very young kids, who are 
inexperienced 22-, 23-year-old kids, and 
(with) the demands, the pressures of their 
jobs, the pressures of my job and the 
coaches’ — you need outside help, 
guidance. And I can’t think of anybody 
better to look to than the Lord.

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Eucharistic 
ministers 
serve at sea

SEATTLE — Priestless Sundays are 
a fact of life for most Catholic sailors at 
sea. Because priests are few in number 
and assigned primarily to the larger 
ships, sailors on small ships can be at sea 
for months without an opportunity for 
Mass. 

Lay eucharistic ministers are the 
Church’s response to this situation. 
On Sundays and holy days ministers of 
the Eucharist gather the faithful for 
Scripture readings and the Eucharist. 
Each minister of the Eucharist is 
trained by a Catholic chaplain, 
appointed by the Archbishop for the 
Military Services and approved by his 
ship’s commanding officer. 

Chief Machinist’s Mate William 
Heiney of Ascension parish, San 
Diego, and Lt. j.g. Patrick Morocco of 
St. Margaret parish, Oceanside, are 
serving as eucharistic ministers on 
ships now deployed to the Indian 
Ocean. 

Heiney has been a minister for three 
years aboard the USS Barbey (FF 
1088). In his regular duties he is ‘‘Mr. 
Fixit.”’ He fixes the equipment that

air-conditions the spaces, refrigerates 
the food and provides laundry service 
for the all-male 250 sailors on board. 

Barbey is designated a fast frigate 
whose duty is open ocean escort and 
anti-submarine patrol. Barbey’s job on 
this deployment is to protect the 
underway replenishment of ships that 
bring food, fuel and spare parts to the 
battle group ships. 

Morocco is a new eucharistic minister 
on the USS Antietam (CG 54). As the 
assistant in the main propulsion room of 
the engineering plant, his job is to make 
sure the engines are in working order. 

‘He was fresh from the U.S. Naval

Academy in June 1987 when he first 
reported aboard to assume the 
responsibilities of the assistant damage 
control officer. 5 

Antietam is in the newest class of 
cruisers whose principal role is the 
screening and protection of task force 
ships. With a crew of 230, cruisers can 
operate independently as well. 

Heiney said, ‘‘ Being a eucharistic 
minister helps me deal with work- 
related tensions and being away from 
my family for long stretches of time. It 
never fails that the Scripture readings 
hit home.”’ 

Morocco said, ‘‘I want to help the

crew. It gives me a_ sense of 
satisfaction. While on deployment it 
helps me keep in touch with the 
Lord.”’ 


Heiney will depart Barbey in 
December for a new assignment. He 
will join his wife, Jeanette, and 
children, Timothy, Selene and Sarah, 
for Christmas. 


Remaining at sea for the holidays 
and into the spring will be Morocco 
and the eucharistic minister for 
Barbey, Ensign John O’Donnell, a 
member of the Catholic community at 
Naval Air Base, Coronado.

“prophetic words: ‘Christ invited us not 
to fear persecution because ... one who is 
committed to the poor must risk the same 
fate as the poor. (In El Salvador this 
means) to disappear, to be tortured, to be 
captive and to be found dead.”’ 

Archbishop Romero of San Salvador 
was fatally shot by a sharpshooter while 
celebrating Mass in a convent chapel in 
March 1980, according to the book 
“*Alleluia Woman.’’ 

Sister Hock compared the death of 
Sister Ford with that of Maryknoll Bishop 
Francis Xavier Ford who died in a 
Communist prison in Canton, China, in 
1952. 

Sister Ford went to El Salvador in 1980 
in response to Archbishop Romero’s 
request for pastoral workers in his 
archdiocese. 

Karin Teeter, a senior at the Academy 
of Our Lady of Peace Academy, San 
Diego, described the late Jean Donovan, 
a native of Conecticut, who went to El 
Salvador in 1978 as a catechist, but she 
later worked with refugees there. 

Sister Kathleen Corbett, CSJ, diocesan 
media coordinator for mission education, 


told of the slain Sister Kazel who went to r 
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El Salvador in 1974 as a member of the 
Cleveland Latin American Mission 
Team. 


Four years later she was working with 


refugees in a seminary in San Salvador, 
which Archbishop Romero had 
designated as a center for displaced 
Salvadorans, according to ‘‘Alleluia 
Woman.”’ 

Other participants in the service read 
quotations from the four missionaries. 

Sister Clarke stated in 1980: ‘‘If we 
leave the people when they suffer the 
cross, how credible is our word to them? 
The church’s role is to accompany those 
who suffer the most and to witness our 
hope in the resurrection.”’ 

During the service representatives of 
groups working for peace in Central 
American explained the work of their 
organizations. 

Linda Castro of Christ the King parish, 
San Diego, described the outreach of Our 
Lady of Mount Carmel Church, Rancho 
Pefiasquitos, to nearby migrant workers. 

Msgr. Henry Fawcett, pastor, and 
parishioners have welcomed the migrants 
into their parish and assisted with their 
medical and educational needs, Castro 
said. 
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Jean Costa, a teacher at Helix High 
School, La Mesa, told of the work of the 
local Educators Committee on Central 
America. Their activities include co- 
sponsoring speakers from El Salvador and 
Nicaragua, raising funds for building 
projects in these countries and circulating 
curriculum materials on Central 
America. 

Roseanne Costantino of the Central 
America Information Center said this 
group educates the public on conditions 
in Central America and has a political 
advocacy role in encouraging people to 
write to their legislators, opposing aid to 
the contras in Nicaragua. The group also 
raised $11,000 which it donated to 
community projects in El Salvador, 
Nicaragua and Guatemala. 

Rev. Margaret Suiter and Jaime 
Pineda of the San Diego Interfaith Task 
Force on Central America explained the 
goals of that group: to educate San 
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Into Thy hands, O Lord, we commend the spirits of these 
beloved ones who are gone before us into the realm of Thy

As discussed in Note 1, the Diocesan Office Funds represent only part of the operations of 
the Corporation Sole. 


In our opinion, the accompanying balance sheets present fairly the financial position of 
the Diocesan Office Funds of the Roman Catholic Bishop of San Diego at June 30, 1988 
and 1987 in conformity with generally accepted accounting principles applied on a 
consistent basis.

NOTES TO BALANCE SHEETS 
June 30, 1988 


1. Basis of presentation 


Organization and activities — The Diocesan Office of the Roman Catholic Bishop of 
San Diego is part of the Corporation Sole of the Diocese of San Diego and has no 
separate legal status or existence. The Diocesan Office activities comprise the 
collection of parish assessments, stewardship contributions and certain other receipts 
which are used to finance educational, religious, community and human development 
programs in addition to the administration of the Catholic Diocese of San Diego. 

The Diocesan Office Funds exclude the activities of parishes, schools, cemeteries 
and certain other ministerial functions. Each of these activities, even though it reports 
to the Bishop, is an operating entity distinct from the Diocesan Office. 

Fund balances — Diocesan funds are segregated according to their availability for 
use in Diocesan operations. Restricted funds have been reserved for specific purposes 
and in some cases can be disbursed only in compliance with restrictions specified by 
donors. Quasi-endowment and development funds are those funds peuhig by the 
Bishop for the specific uses indicated. 


2. Notes Receivable 


Notes receivable in the current funds — operating of $146,997 at June 30, 1988 and 
$62,535 at June 30, 1987 were secured by land. 


3. Deposit and loan fund 


The Diocesan Office administers a loans-in-aid program which finances the construction 
of parish and other Diocesan facilities. Loans, which are generally charged6% interest, are 
repaid when Diocesan entities have excess funds available. These loans are made primarily 
from loan repayments and deposits by Diocesan entities which bear interest at 5%. 


4. Development fund commitments 


The Diocesan building committee has approved the construction of parish facilities with 
estimated construction costs to complete totalling $9,700,000 at June 30, 1988. The 
parishes and other Diocesan institutions have $2,219,000 on deposit at the Diocesan 
office at June 30, 1988. Accordingly, $7,220,720 from the unrestricted Current Fund 
balance has been allocated to the Development Fund to meet these commitments. 


5. Plant fund

Depreciation is provided on the straight-line basis over the estimated useful lives of ten 
to thirty years for buildings and ten years for furniture, fixtures and equipment. 


6. Commitments 


Scholarship fund — The Bishop of San Diego has established a scholarship fund for the 
University of San Diego in the amount of $100,000 annually in lieu of the repayment of 
$1,657,533 previously owed by the University to the Diocese which has been charged to 
the fund balance. The scholarship fund is to be used for students from the Dioceses of 
San Diego and San Bernardino and other areas. 

Guarantee — The Bishop of San Diego has guaranteed the repayment of Marian High 
School’s $406,259 payable to the Educational Funding Service General Fund. : 


7. Revolving line of credit 


The Diocese has an unsecured, revolving line of credit agreement with a bank under 
which borrowings will bear interest at the prime rate. No borrowings were outstanding at 
June 30, 1988, and $2,000,000 was available under the agreement which expires in 
November 1988.

responding to the winds of change,”’ 
began Sister Bowman. 

‘‘Our world has reached a moment of 
unparalleled progress and opportunity,”’ 
she said, but the world is troubled with 
rape, gangs, oppression, depression, child 
abuse, alienation ..., all of which ‘‘affect 
and inflict’’ youth. 

One of the many jobs of the youth 
worker then, is to help them realize 
individually and collectively, their power 
to effect change and influence it, she 
added. 

Sister: Bowman suggested the key to 
change is a supportive network of 
extended family. ‘‘The National 
Federation of Catholic Youth Ministry, 
(sponsors of the event) can help provide 
that supportive network,’’ she explained. 

The next step, she said, is to take the 
word home, to bring our needs and 
concernsto one another and be able to say to 
youth, “‘let the spirit direct you.”’ : 

“‘We must be open to the Spirit amid 
the storm; ... urged by the Spirit, our 
youth will lead us into the future if, we 
walk, talk, learn and play with them,”’ 
she stated. 

Guest speaker for Thursday’s opening 
session, was Tony Campolo, a professor 
of sociology at Eastern College, St. 
Davids, Pa., and founder and president 
of the Evangelical Association for the 
Promotion of Education, an organization 
involved in educational, ‘medical and 
economic programs in Third World 
countries. 

“Todays teen-agers are afraid of 
growing up. This is the first generation 
who doesn’t want to grow up. Our teens 
know there is no better freedom than 
now,’ began Campolo. 

“‘We have a whole generation trying to 
find themselves and they’re looking in all

the same places,’’ he quipped. 

Identity comes through commitment, 
he explained. ‘‘As youth workers, we 
have to turn our kids into followers of 
Christ,’’ he said. 

“‘To be committed to Christ is to be a 
follower. We need to communicate the 
need for commitment ... to call kids to 
commit their lives to those who hurt,”’ 
said Campolo. 

‘‘Jesus comes to us through those wh 
suffer. Your kids need the transforming 
power of Jesus that comes through the 
oppressed,’”’ he added. - 

Identity is achieved as youth become 
committed not only to Jesus, said 
Campolo, but to dreams. 

‘*To be youth workers is to inspire kids 
to have dreams. Your task is to challenge 
the expectations society places on kids. 
May it never be said ‘they had all the 
wrong dreams,’ ’’ Campolo concluded. 

The Rev. John Westerhoff, an 
Episcopal priest and professor of religion 
and. education at Duke University 
Divinity School in North Carolina, 
addressed conference participants Friday, 
Dec, 2. 

‘Youth is not a stage in development. 
It is a social construction of reality our 
culture has created. We understand youth 
as a social class, like the poor,’’ he 
explained. : 

“Youth are pilgrims and youth 
ministers are co-pilgrims — both are ona 
journey together,’’ he stated. 

The concluding guest speaker, 
Franciscan Sister Jose Hobday, spoke to 
the gathering about the sense of Spirit. 

Sister Hobday, of Seneca, Iroquois and 
Seminole descent, works with the National 
Tekakwitha Conference, which supports 
ministry to Native Americans. 

“Tn your kind of work, we are talking 
about giving. Lots of giving can cause 


burn-out,’’ explained Sister Hobday. 
““‘Whenever you get tired or 
discouraged, I invite the Holy Spirit to 


blow on the coals of your hearts and for — 


you to let that glow come to life,’’ she 
said. : 

““We don’t want the regret of neglect.

Christmas tale a ‘holiday hoot’

NEW YORK — Ernest P. Worrell 
(Jim Varney) is back in ‘‘Ernest Saves 
Christmas’’ (Touchstone), a surprisingly 
entertaining holiday hoot for the young at 
heart. 

The rubber-mouthed TV pitchman 
and star of ‘‘Ernest Goes to Camp”’ is 
currently cooling his heels as a Florida 
cabby. When Santa Claus (Douglas 
Seale) thumbs a ride at Orlando airport 
on Dec. 23, bedecked in a three-piece 
business suit with a red velvet sack slung 
over his shoulder, Ernest is the perfect 
cabby for the job. It seems Santa has 
arrived in town to pass his waning powers 
(he’s 151 years old and his memory’s 


failing) over to the perfect replacement — 
a local TV celebrity, Joe Carruthers 
(Oliver Clark), whose children’s show 
was cruelly canceled. 

Thus, we follow the 11th-hour travails 
of Ernest as he aids and abets Santa, who 
manages to get thrown in the slammer, 
misplace his magical bag twice and 
provoke gentle Joe who is tempted to 
rejuvenate his waning career with a role 
in the slasher movie ‘‘Christmas Slay.’’ 

Several entertaining subplots come 
together nicely in the end. There’s a cute 
runaway (Noelle Parker) who is redeemed 
from a life of lying and stealing thanks to 
her friendship with Santa and Ernest. 
And Santa’s reindeer do much to 
disconcert the dimwitted airport baggage 
handlers, especially when the critters 


escape from their crates and begin to walk 
on the ceiling. 

“Ernest Saves Christmas’’ has some 
real laughs (Varney is comical in an 
assortment of surprising character 
disguises) and enough good virtues to 
make it a perennial Christmas favorite. 
There is no foul language (even Joe turns 
down his big film break because he 
refuses to swear), and Santa is played to 
sweet and dignified perfection throughout 
by Seale. Ad man director John Cherry 
fills his sets with overt product plugs, but 
audiences will be more easily diverted by 
the uncommercial moral of the story.

Book portrays a new odd couple 


JOHN CARDINAL O’CONNOR — At 
the Storm Center of a Changing 
American Catholic Church by Nat 
Hentoff; NY: Charles Scribner’s Sons, 
1988; (290pp., $19.95hb) 


At first glance, this book appears to be 
a Neil Simon play come to life. It seems 
hard to imagine an odder couple. Nat 
Hentoff is a well-known jazz critic, social 
commentator and _ self-described” 
*«’..member of the Proud and Ancient 
Order of Stiff-Necked Jewish Atheists.’’ 
John Cardinal O’Connor is probably the 
most prominent Catholic prelate in 
America, a man who some believe will be 
the first American pope, and who is often 
portrayed, he says, ‘‘...as if. he were 
Genghis Khan.”’ 

It turns out that the coupling is not as 

odd as it appears. Cardinal O’Connor has 
spoken often, and frankly, with Hentoff. 
And Hentoff, in turn, has done his 
homework, spoken to other people, and 
asked tough questions. What results is an 
absorbing chronicle. 
- To set the stage for what is to come, 
Hentoff provides biographical 
background on the cardinal and himself. 
He also briefly discusses the anti- 
Catholicism which has been present in 
Amercian society since colonial days, and 
finally, he covers the state of the church in 
the country, and particularly in New 
York, at the time of Cardinal O’Connor’s 
predecessors, Cardinals Francis Spellman 
and Terence Cooke. 

With that background, the book 
discusses in great depth such issues (all of 
which Cardinal O’Connor has been 
involved in) as the drafting of the U.S. 
bishops’ pastoral on nuclear arms, the 
affair of Seattle’s Archbishop Raymond 
Hunthausen, Catholic-Jewish relations 


(including reaction to the Pope’s meeting 
with Kurt Waldheim), abortion and the 
consequent relationship of that to the 
public and politicians, AIDS, the 
American economy, the place of women 
in the church, and several others. 

Some people have not understood how 
Cardinal O’Connor can be so liberal on 
social issues and so conservative and 
doctrinaire on theological issues. The 
book does a fine job of exploring this 
seeming paradox and presenting a full 
picture of a complex man. An added 
bonus is a lengthy collection of Cardinal 
O’Connor’s speeches and writings. This, 
as much as anything else, gives the real 
depth and flavor of the man.

Hentoff clearly admires and respects 
the cardinal, though often disagreeing 
strongly with him. His is a critical, but 
fair portrait, and his writing style is often 
engaging. It may amuse people to find the 
cardinal’s homilies favorably compared to 
Coleman Hawkins’s version of ‘‘Body 
and Soul.”’ 

This is an important book for several 
reasons. The American Church is no 
longer an immigrant church. It is now a 
vital part of American culture, and its 
leaders deserve a full hearing. In an age 
when a U.S. presidential campaign is 
reduced to a series of ‘‘sound bites,’’ it is 
refreshing, and necessary, to read 
something that gets behind the headlines. 
No informed Catholic should miss this 
book.

SAN DIEGO — EI gobernante 
mexicano del siglo XIX Porfirio Diaz una 
vez dijo: ‘‘México: Tan lejos de Dios, tan 
cerca de los Estados Unidos”’ 

Un siglo después, las relaciones entre 
las naciones vecinas y sus pueblos 
continian siendo tema de gran 
preocupacién para los dirigentes 
eclesidsticos, los economistas y los 
trabajadores de los derechos humanos a 
ambos lados de la frontera.

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Church helps workers get amnesty .

SAN DIEGO — Seven Catholic 
Community Services legalization centers 
throughout the San Diego diocese_ will 
continue to process applications of 
amnesty-seekers under the Special 
Agriculture Worker (SAW) program and 
submit them to the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service until Jan. 29, 
1989. 

Those who turned in_ incomplete 
applications before the Nov. 30 deadline 
have a 60-day grace period to gather the 
remaining documents, said Robert 
Moser, CCS’ assistant director for 
resettlement and immigration. 

Of the 10,000 applications processed by 
the CCS legalization centers from May 5 
to Nov. 30, about 1,000 lack information 
such as proof of employment in the 
United States or a heatlh certificate, 
Moser said. 

INS regulations required SAW 
applicants to obtain evidence of working 
in agriculture in the United States for 90 
days between May 1985 and May 1986. 

Some of their employers would not 
verify this labor for fear of exposing their 
practice of hiring undocumented farm 
workers, Moser explained.

CCS legalization centers will mail 
reminders to applicants with incomplete 
documentation. As the required papers 
are received, CCS staff and volunteers 
will review, assemble and submit the 
completed packages to the INS, Moser 
said. 

The centers, cated in San Diego, El 
Centro, Escondido, San Luis Rey and 
Encinitas, are staffed by 15 full-time 
employees and five volunteers, he added. 

The deadline for filing for legalizaton 
under the guidelines of the Immigration 
Reform and Control Act of 1986 ended 
May 4. Under this law, persons who had 
lived in the United States continuously 
since before Jan. 1, 1982, could qualify 
for temporary resident status. 

However, the law allowed seasonal 
agricultural workers to apply until Nov. 
30, said Gwen Plank, CCS’ director for 
resettlement and immigration. 

Moser agrees with federal officials who 
reportedly suspect that between 50 and 80 
percent of the applications filed after the 
May 4 deadline are fraudulent. 

He cites INS reports of 2,000 persons 
in Mexicali who tried to enter this 
country under the SAW program. Many 
who applied for legalization on Nov. 30 
had crossed the border only a few days 
before that date, Moser explained.

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He said that ‘‘fairly strong evidence”’ 
exists that many applicants purchased the 
documents required by the INS. 

These included applicants unable to 
obtain proof of their farm labor from U.S. 
employers, those who did not work for 90 
days between May 1985 and May 1986 
and those who did non-agricultural work 
in this country, he said . 

CCS staff refused to process 
applications they determined were 
fraudulent and advised applicants they 
suspected of fraud against breaking the 
law and thus incurring penalties of 
deportation, fines or imprisonment, 
Moser said. 

CCS legalization centers have assisted 
a total of 27,500 amnesty-seekers between 
May 1987 when filing for amnesty began, 
and Nov. 30, 1988, he said. 

Moser explained three steps in the 
legalization process: 

@ Obtaining a work authorization card 
for a six-month period; 

e Applying for temporary residence 
for an additional year; 

¢ Obtaining permanent 
status.

Fraud hurts 


‘qualified’ 
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fraud became ‘‘big business,’’ with crew 
leaders and other ‘‘enterprising 
entrepreneurs,’’ who ‘‘saw a fast buck to 
be made’”’ by marketing fake proof of past 
employment. 

Jervis said as of Nov. 28 INS had 
approved 310,819 SAW applications and 
denied 24,947. Ten percent of those 
denied were ‘‘because of fraud,’’ he said. 

He said the most common type of fraud 
involved submitting affidavits that stated 
an applicant had worked in ‘‘such and 
such a place, but we found that such and 
such a place didn’t exist.’’ 

Jervis said there was ‘‘probably some 
truth’’ to claims that among aliens who 
resorted to fraud were persons with 
“‘valid cases’? who could not locate 
adequate proof of employment in the 
fields. 

Jervis said generally he was “‘extremely 
pleased’? with the SAW and _ alien 
legalization programs. ‘‘By the end 3 
million people will have gotten legal 
residency. That has to be called extremely 
successful,’’ he said. 

But he said some farmers and ranchers 
in the West are ‘‘already complaining”’ 
about shortages of workers. 

During congressional debate about the 
1986 immigration reform law before its 
passage, the agricultural industry insisted 
on the SAW program to protect its work 
force. 

Some farmers and ranchers worry that, 
once legalized, farmworkers will move to 
urban areas to take jobs in the service 
sector. 

Bob Trosclair, administrator of 
Migration and Refugee Services in the 
Diocese of Palm Beach, Fla., said ‘‘well 
over a hundred”’ aliens ‘‘filed in at the 
last minute’? on Nov. 30 to apply for 
legalized status. 

His office, like others nationwide that 
operated as ODEs, had 60 days after the 
SAW deadline to file its applications with 
the federal government. 

Trosclair said his office helped more 
than 3,000 agricultural workers who had 
been employed in citrus, pepper, 
cucumber, tomato and cabbage fields 
apply for legal status. 

He said there are farmworkers in the 
diocese who did not qualify for 
legalization. ‘‘We don’t know how many. 
They’ll be living in the shadows probably. 
They won’t be doing a census of them.’’
